THESE MEN HAVE BEEN SLIGHTED. >“ 
There have always been in each southern 
state a few native republicans who belonged 
to that party from conviction, and whose per- 
sonal characters and social standing were 
beyond question or cavil. Of these are the 
Goodloes, of Blue Grass, Ky.; Bristow is 
another of the same state. Tennessee has a 
number, not ignorant mountaineers, but gen- 
tlemen of education and culture like :the 
Baxters. Georgia certainly has one in General 
Longstreet. Alabama counts several, Missis- 
sippi about the same number, the most promi- 
nent being ex-Governor Alcorn, an old-time 
planter and slave-owner. In addition to this 
there is Judge Simrall, of Vicksburg, formerly 
chief justice of the state. In Louisiana there 
are a few of the same class, chief among whom 
is Judge Taylor Beattie, of New Orleans, a 
native of the state with a European education 
andacolonel of a Louisiana regiment during 
the civil war. 

CONSULTED MEN OF THE BUCK STRIPE. 

There are other native republicans of other 
states in high standing. But in making the 
appointments the president has not consulted 
Harrison passed Gen- 
eral Longstreet by and turned the patronage 
of Georgia over to Colonel Buck, a carpet- 
bagger. The appointments in that state and 
the Carolinas, with a few exceptions, the 
most notable being the postmaster at Atlanta, 
have been negroes and not of the best kind 
either. 

At Galveston, with a half dozen gentlemen 
of unblemished reputation to choose from, the 
president must needs take a tricky mulatto 
named Wright Cuney. Other federal offices in 
Texas went the same way. In Louisiana War- 
mouth, a white rensgade was appointed collec- 
tor, and equally important positions of 
surveyor of the port and naval officer 
went to negroes. The surveyor is James 
Lewis, formerly a slave. The naval ofticer is 
a bullet-headed negro named Patty. The 
wonder is how Harrison ever heard of him. 
Patty was amazed at his appointment and not 
fess surprised when he heard that he had to 
yive a pretty stiff bond of $50,000 before he 
He finally induced a 
white man to go on his _ bond, in consideration 
for which the chief bondsman was made his 
principai deputy and ran the office. 

THE CENTER OF NEGROISM. 

The worst of negroism in this administra- 
tion is in Mississippi. At Port Gibson, the 
center of arefined and cultured class of wealthy 
planters, Harrison appointed as postmaster a 
negro from the north somewhere. The ap- 
pointment caused a great deal of indignation, 
but the president refused to withdraw it, say- 
ing that he ‘‘wanted to unish the ex- 
rebels.”’ Jim Hill, who failed of confirma- 
tion, was appointed postmaster at Vicksburg. 
Hill is about as odious a negro as there is in 
the state. Neither Bruce or Lynch have any 
use for him. 

Blaine, Foster and Tracy, admittedly the 
brainiest of Harrison’s cabinet, do not believe 
this is the way to give the republican party 
stability inthe south. Fosteris liable to clean 
things up as soon as he gets his seat warm in 
the treasury department. Blaine’s depart- 
ment is one in which the Senegambian politi- 
cian never gets beyond the outer door. The 
next house will probably abolish the Liberian 
mission for which there is no more use than 
there would be in having a minister to the 
court of Oko Jumbo, or JaJa. The Haytien 
ob ought to be reduced toa consulate, and will 

if Blaine can compass it. 
BUT HE DID NOT. 

If Harrison, in making his southern ap- 

intments, had stood by his blood and kin- 

red—for he comes of good cavalier Virginia 
stock—he would not only stand better with 
the nation at large, but infinitely better with 
the people of the south, and his party would

t is. 


ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 


Rare Scenery Passing Through the Rocky 
Mountains. 

On THE TRAIN, Near San: Francisco, March 
19.—[Special.]—In the western part of Nevada 
the country is altogether different from that 
of the eastern part, and in Utah and Wyom- 
ing. While it is treeless, yet it is fertile and 
mountainous. For two hundred miles we 
run along the banks of the Humboldt river—a 
stream that winds its way through the plains,

or séventy-five miles through this country 
Mr. Parke, of the Pennsylvania road, and 
myself rode on the engine. In that distance 
no stops were made, and we sped along the 
plains and valleys at nearly sixty miles an 
hour, making the seventy-five miles in eighty- 
five minutes.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 19.—Charles N. 
Felton was elected United States senator on 
the first ballot today. The ballot on first roll 
call stood: Estee, 40; Felton, 40; Johnston, 
4; Peacock, 4; Blanchard,1. Twenty-three 
democratic votes were cast for White. Before 
the vote was announced, a number of changes 
were made to Felton, and finally it became a 
stampede, which, when once begun, was com, 
plete, and the ballot was announced as fol - 
lows: Estee, 15;.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The report of 
Lieutenant Commander Bicknell upon the 
wreck of the United States steamship Galena 
last week has been received at the navy depart- 
ment. It is understood that the responsibility 
for the loss of the Galenaand Nina is placed 
upon the officers of the tug, who failed to re- 
spond to orders from the Galena, directing the 
course when the breakers were seen. High 
praise is awarded by Commander Bicknell to 
Ensign Field for energetic and courageous 
services in the emergency, and to the crew for 
the discipline maintained under the trying 
conditions. The department officials declinea 
to make the report public for the reason that 
it is to be laid before a court of inquiry to be 
appointed as soon as the officers and crews of 
the wrecked vessels can be gathered at New 
York. ‘ 


THE “GRIP” IN CHICAGO. 


The Disease More Prevalent Than at Ang 
Previous Time. 

CHICAGO, March 19.—Chicago isin the grasp 
ofthe grip. Thedisease seems to be more 
prevalent than it was at any time last year. It 
strikes all classes severely. Itis feltin every 
line of business. Five hundred men em- 
ployed on the west side street car system are 
laid off with the epidemic and the company is 
badly handicapped for help. The south side 
company has 125 men on the sick list; the 
north side company has about seventy-five 
men out, while many of those at work are suf- 
fering from the disease in a mild form. Large 
down-town stores are having’a like experience. 


THE LINE BROKEN, 


The Waters Compel the Southern Pacific 
to Abandon Through Trains. 

Sr. Lovis, March 19.—Dispatches from 
Texas say, oWing tothe crevasses caused by 
the floods, the Southern Pacific has been com- 
pelled to abandon through passenger and 
freight trains. The Texas Transportation 
Company’s road to Clinton, eight miles from 
Houston, is being gotten in readiness and 
Morgan steamers will take all’ through Cali- 
fornia freight around by the way of the gulf to 
Clinton from New Orleans, and then by rail. 
Business by the regular route will not be re- 
sumed for three months. 


REMEMBERED HIS WIFE, 


Who Helped Him to Drive the Ox-Team 
Across the Rockies. 

San Francisco, March 19.—The will of tke 
late Senator George Hearst, was filed yester- 
day for probate by his widow, who is made 
sole executrix. The will states that Senator 
Hearst recognized that his wife is legally en- 
titled to one-halfof his entire estate, it all 
being community property, and he also be- 
queaths to her the remaining one-half. If 
Mrs. Hearst marries again, one-half the estate 
reverts to her son, William R. Hearst. 


The World’s Fair Commission. 

CuHIcAGo, March 19.—President T. W. Palmer 
practically advised the national commission not 
to meetin April. He has sent a statement to 
each commissioner, in which he says that accord- 
ing to the ruling of the treasury department in 
regard to funds, a meeting of the commissioners 
will create a deficit of $15,000. He also says that 
there is no new business to come before the com- 
mission atsuch a meeting, and intimates that a 
meeting next September woulda be more appro- 
priate.

AN ACTOR'S SUICIDE. 


HENRY AVELING’S SENSATIONAL 
SUICIDE IN NEW YORK. 


A WOMAN FIGURES IN THE CASE 


Two Letters Tell the Story—His Wife Is a 
Well-Known Actress, but He 
Loved Another. 


New York, Marche9.—[Special.]—Henry 
Aveling, one of the best known actors in this 
country, committed suicide at the Sturtevant 
house some time during the night by taking 
poison. 

The suicideis a sensational one. Aveling 
has been starring in “Paul Kauvar’” this 
season, and has added to his already excellent 


‘reputation by his work in that, his last role. 


The company closed its tour last Saturday, 
and Mr. Aveling came to the Sturtevant 
house. There was nothing particularly notice- 
able in Aveling’s condition when he retired 
to his room Wednesday night. This morning 
his dead body was discovered by the hotel em- 
ployes, and an examination showed that he 
had taken poison. 

THE SENSATIONAL FEATURES. 

Six years ago Aveling married Mittens Wil- 
lett, one of the handsomest and most capable 
women on the American stage. She was the 
daughter of an old New York journalist, had 
a social position, as well as a reputation for 
splendid work in. her chosen profession, and 
Aveling was looked upon as an exceedingly 
lucky fellow. He was one of the most promi- 
nent of the younger actors of the legitimate 
school, and for several years he and his wife 
were regarded as among the most promising of 
the people of the American stage. 

Both have sustained their reputations. For 
several years they traveled together, during 
which time they were members of John 
McCullough’s company. For several years 
they have been separated, but, so faras the out- 
side world knew, their marital relation 
was undisturbed. 

Itimate friends say now that the wife was 
compelled to leave the husband because of his 
intemperate habits. 

The disclosues of the suicide show that 
there was another skeleton in the family 
closet. 

Aveling left two letters. One of these was 
directed to ‘‘Miss Clara Thompson,”’ and con- 
tained these words: 

Clara Dear: We could not live as we wished 
for, and I go—intothe great futurity. Find me 
there, darling, if you can—Henry. 

The other was addressed to Mr. Jeff Stein, 
of Washington, D. C., and gave directions for 
the disposition of whatever effects he might 
have. This letter began with the unique an- 
nouncement: ‘‘To the carcass who may find 
my shell, greeting.”’ 

Continuing the letter read: 

First, wish William Shelton,of the‘‘Jim the Pen- 
man’’ company, to do as he likes with my re- 
mains, and I hereby constitute him the sole 
owner of every cent I may die possessed of, no 
matter in what shape my property may be. And 
I ask William aforesaid, to be good enough to pre- 
vent Mrs. Mittens Willet from appearing in any 
way in my obsequies. 

Those letters tell the whole story. Itis 
altogether likely that his wifa will regard the 
last injunction of the last letter. She is alady

VINCENT’S PLEA FOR PARDON. 


He Is Writing Letters to the Editdrs of the 
State. 

MonTGomEry, Ala., March 19.—[Special.]— 
Reliable information was received in this city 
today, that Ike H. Vincent, the late defaulting 
treasurer of Alabama, who absconded with 
over $212,000 of the state’s money, was writing 
private letters to the editors of the weekly 
press throughont the state, endeavoring to 
arouse their sympathies in his behalf, and 
with the hope of getting up public sentiment 
favoring his pardon. He is now serving a 
fourteen years’ sentence in the penitentiary. . 

THE PLEA HE GIVES. 

In one of these letters, addressed to the edi- 
tor of The Ozark Star, he is quoted as saying 
it was his purpose to apply for an uncondi- 
tional pardon at the hands of the governor at 
an early day. Hesays that “Ifthe people of 
Alabama demand his life of him, he 
will cheerfully yield a. but 
that unless he secures executive 
clemency, he will have to die in prison, as he 
is now an old man, and is broken down in 
health.”’ 

It is not believed here that Governor Jones 
will pardon Vincent, who is regarded as the 
greatest criminal in the state’s history. 


THEY FORGED LETTER-BOX KEYS, 


And Now All Box Locks in the United States 
Will Be Changed. 

Utica, N. Y., March 19.—Edward P. 
Schunemann and John Kelly, of Syracuse, 
were convicted today in the United States dis- 
trict court, in this city, on an indictment 
charging them with having keys of letter 
boxes in their possession, stealing letters from 
boxes, and using drafis and checks found 
therein. The arrests were made last week. 
Indictments, containing six counts each, were 
found by the grand jury yesterday, and the 
prisoners sentenced today. Schunemann was 
sentenced to five years and Kelly to four years 
at hard labor in the Elmira reformatory. 

In consequence of their offense, all locks on 
all letter boxes in the United States will have 
to be changed. The keys were made by 
Schunemann, who has a criminal record, and 
who has served four years at Auburn’ prison. 
The keys were made witnout models, and 
Schunemann worked simply from an observa- 
tion of the keys as they hung from the chains 
of carriers. 


A HORERIBLE CONFESSION. 


Mrs. Quigly Assisted Her Brother in Killing 
His Wife. 

FeocHESTER, N. Y., March 19.—Mrs. Quigly, 
sister of Arthur Day, who was hanged at 
Welland on December 17, 1890, for wife 
‘murder, was with him at Niagara Falls, Sun- 
day, July 27, 1890, when he pushed his wife 
over a precipice, and was witness against him 
on his trial, died here today. 

On her deathbed she confessed to her 
mother that she had incited Arthur to the 
murder and had helped him to commit it by 
aiding him to push his wife over. She held 
Mrs. Day’s dress skirt over her face and pushed 
on, one: shoulder while Day pushed on the 
other.

PARNELL’S AMBASSADORS. 


The First Meeting in New York—O’ Kelly's 
Speech. 

New York, March 19.—O’Kelly, Redmond 
and Harrison, agents of Parnell, who ar- 
rived here last Sunday, tonight addressed their 
initial meeting ro raise money for Parnell and 
his followers. About 2,500 people were 
present. On the stage sat the most notable 
men at the meeting, of whom Michael Breslin, 
who presided, was the most prominent. John 
Devoy, too, sat upon the platform. When 
Dillon and O’Brien opened their campaign for 
funds last fall in the Metropolitan opera house, 
Joseph Ic O’ Donohue, a prom- 
inent coffee merchant, was among 
the adherents and sponsors upon the 
stage. So was John D. Crimmins, a wealthy 
contractor, Eugene Kelly, banker, and C. C. 
Shayne, the fur merchant. None of these were 
present at the meeting tonight in behalf of 
Parnell and his envoys. Early arrangements 
for the meeting tonight contemplated overflow 
meetings outside of the hall, but there were no 
outside platforms, nor any speaking except in 
aside hall, where all whocame were accom- 
modated. There was an admission fee of fifty 
cents charged at the doors to those who at- 
tended, and from this source probably $1,200 
to $1,500 were obtained. 

There were loud calls for Mrs. Parnell, who 
came to the front and made a vigorous speech, 
reminding her hearers of the faithful services 
of herson for Ireland that he was to be cred- 
ited with. 


THE IRISH ‘CAMPAIGN. 


“United Ireland” On the Priests in Poli- 
tics—A Boisterous Meeting. 

Dvusuin, March 19.—United Ireland today 
says, editorially, that ‘‘Ireland has had enough 
of Episcopal domination. Over and over again 
the bishops have become like wax in the hands 
of English politicians, and, warned by failures 
of the past, the Irish will no longer submit 
blindly to priestly guidance. The pretensions 
of Archbishop Logue, primate of all Ireland, 
would deprive the Catholics of their political 
rights.”’

WHO STOLE’ THE CARTRIDGES? 


The Germans Uneasy Lest Their Secret Will 
be Made Known. 


BERLIN, March 19.—The military authorities 
of this city and of Spandau are investigating 
the mysterious disappearance of a large num- 
ber of smokeless powder cartridges which have 
been stolen from the military workshops of 
Spandau. From the meagre facts given out 
by the military officers, it appears that.a hun- 
dred kilograms of new rifle cartridges, loaded 
with German smokeless powder, have been 
stolen by a non-commissioned ofticer, who sold 
them in Berlin for twenty-two marks per hun- 
dred kilograms. This much is given out, but 
how or to whom the thief disposed of the 
cartridges is the mysterious feature of the af- 
fair, which the military authorities are vigor- 
ously endeavoring to determine, suspicion, as 
usual, being that some foreign government 
was the instigator. 


COUNTING THE UNFORTUNATES 


Who Went Down on the Steamship Utopia in 
Gibraltar Bay.

KRAMER MERCHANTS SUSTAINED 


Notwithstanding 


In Their Complaints of Discrimination in 
Freight Rates. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The interstate 
commerce commission, today in an opinion by 
Commissioner Veazey, decided the case of 
Hamilton & Brown, of Kramer, Ga., against 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus Railroad 
Company, Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, and the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St, Louis Railroad Company, in favor of the 
complainants. The points decided are briefly 
as follows: 

1. Rates on freight from interstate points to 
Kramer, Ga., via the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus railroad are made by taking through 
rate to recognized “basing points,” and adding 
thereto that local rate which will give the lowest 
combination. This method of determining rates 
was criticised, and, as applied to much traffic to 
Kramer, operates a8 an unjust discrimination 
against that locality. 

2. All carriers participating in traffic, rates for 
which were questioned in this proceeding, were 
not made parties, and the cases, while showing 
that through rates were discriminatory and unjust 
failed to disclose sufficient facts upon which an ac- 
curate decision could be based, and accordingly it 
was held that carriers who were parties to the pro- 
ceeding, be required to adjust their respective tar- 
iffs, so as to avord discrimination against Kramer, 
and that carriers who were not parties, be sum- 
moned to appear and show cause why a like order 
be not issued asito the business in which they par- 
ticipate, unless their~ tariffs are voluntarily ad- 
justed so as to avoid the discrimination com- 
plained of.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 19.—[Special.|— 
Champagne flowed freely at the jollification at 
the cotton exchange today in celebration of 
the passing of the 1,000,000-bale mark. 

In addition to the members of the exchange, 
many invited guests were present. After a 
toast tothe event of the hour, Congressman 
Lester made a speech. 

“This tells the world,’ said he, ‘‘that Geor- 
gia is a great state. It proclaims a great peo- 
ple, and bespeaks continued prosperity and 
progress.”’ 

RAILROAD DEVELOPMENTS AHEAD. 

General Alexanderwas the next speaker. 
His references were mainly in relation to re- 
cent railroad events, in which Savannah and 
Atlanta have adeep interest. He remarked 
that the receipt of 1,000,000 bales is the result 
of natural location and commercial advantages. 
He is now making arrangements, he said, 
which will enable the Central railway itself to 
bring to Savannah 1,000,000 bales of cotton 
within the next two years, and Savan- 
nah could have reached this point, 
before, General Alexander stated, if her 
railroads had observed the methods 
practiced by rival ports. With the consolida- 
tion of railroads this city has everything to 
hope and nothing to fear. When the traffic 
arrangements which are now pending are 
completed, freight will be carried from Port- 
land, Ore., to New York by way of Savan- 
nah, and a new territory of vast extent will 
become tributary to this port. 

OWENS I8 JUBILANT. 

Traffic Manager Owens stated that it is not 
unreasonable for Savannah to expect to see 
her cotton receipts doubled within a short 
time. Speeches were also made by Colonel 
Gordon, Captain Carter and Judge Falligant. 


A LOUISVILLE BANKER FAILS 


And Carries Down a Manufactory—One of 
the Bankers Disappears. : 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 19.—George 
Schwartz & Co., private bankers, failed today 
for $500,000. Their assignment carries to the 
wall the Union job works. Schwartz was res- 
ident German consul, and operated a savings 
bank in connection with his other banking 
business. Fred Jannsen, a member of the 
firm, has mysteriously disappeared. Fears are 
entertained that he has committed suicide. 
No dishonesty is, however, traceable to him. 
Just who the largest creditors are cannot be 
determined at this time. It is understood 
some other Louisville financial institutions are 
caught pretty heavily, and that possibly other 
failures may be precipitated. 


A DUEL IN THE STREET. 


Particulars of the Fight Between Dunn 
and Waters. 

New OrRvEANS, March 19.—The street duel 
last night between Captain Arthur Duan.and 
Frank Waters, in which the latter was Killed, 
and the formerly severely wounded, was the 
general topic of conversation. People who 
were personally acquainted with both men 
have been expecting trouble between them for 
some time past. Both men resided in the eighth 
ward and were opponents in all political strug- 
gles. Joseph Baker, who was state assessor 
during the Gillotte administration, wasa warm 
personal friend of Dunn’s, and when Baker 
was shot and killed by Waters several years ago, 
the enmity between Waters and Dunn began, 
Dunn, who was a police captain, then resigned 
his place to accept the vacancy caused by 
Baker’s death. He also succeeded Baker as 
president of the Mother Club of the ward. 
This act did not patch up the difference be® 
tween Dunn and Waters, but widened it. 
Waters was under the influence of liquor 
when the shooting occurred. If he had been 
sober, the unfortunate affair would not, in all 
probability, have happened. 

WATERS WAS DRINKING. 

Early in the evening Waters began imbib- 
ing, and at 6 o’clock he was pretty well under 
the influence of drink. About 11 o’clock 
Waters was standing near the corner of Canal 
and Bourbon streets. He was very boister- 
ously denouncing the affair of last Saturday 
About this time Dunn came along, and started 
diagonally across the street to take his car. 
Waters, upon catching sight of Dunn, began 
making some very uncomplimentary remarks 
about people in the uprising of Saturday. 
Waters then called Dunn, who was walking 
from him, and, turning, Dunn started toward 
Waters. Ashe advanced Waters pulled his 
pistol Dunn drew his pistol and 
eleven or twelve shots were exchanged in 
rapid succession, Dunn advancing and Waters 
backing ‘toward Cluverius’s drug store, and, 
staggering inside, fell dead. 

Frank Waters was thirty-six years of age 
and a native of this city, in which he lived 
continuously with but a few brief interrup- 
tions. He was well known and figured some- 
what prominently in the politics of the eighth 
ward, in which he was born and raised. 
Waters was married two years ago to Miss 
Douglass, who survives him. 

Arthur Dunn is fortythree years of age. He 
is married and hasa family of six children, 
five boys and one girl. The eldest is about 
sixteen years old, 

Before the Grand Jury. 

Thomas C. Collins was before the grand 
jury today to testify in the investigation now 
being made concerning thé bribery of 
jurors in the Hennessy case. Collins, though 
employed in the office of Private Detective 
O’ Malley, was, in fact, an officer of the secret 
service duly commissioned by Mayor Shake- 
speare,the legal head of the police of New Or- 
leans. nteresting, if not startling, develop- 
ments are expected. Another case, somewhat 
similar to the. Collins job, was attempted, 
but from some unknown cause went amiss. 

A detective was brought here from Italy, 
arrested upon the charge of passing counter- 
feit money and sent to the parish prison. Be- 
ing an Italian, he was put in the same section 
with the other Italian prisoners, but the assas- 
sins became distrustful of the new comer, and 
he was removed by the prison authorities to 
another cell, and so this scheme to get inside 
information fell through. 

THE SHERIFF'S REPORT. 

Sheriff Villere, in his report to the court, 
concerning the occurrences at the parish 
prison last Saturday, after giving a list of Ital- 
ian prisoners in his custody, says: 

I had received no intimation of any intention 
to disturb me inthe custody of prisoners in my 
charge. I remained in prison until on Friday, 
March 13, 18¥1, at 9 o’clock, p. m.

On Satur- 
ay morning, March i4th, about 8:30 o’ clock, 
I noticed in the morning ee calls for 
mass meeting at the lay statue for 
that morning at 10 o'clock.

drove to the court building. I observed on my 
way from the prison to the court, that there 
was much excitement and I reported at 
once to Judge Baker. In case of an attack,1 
knew my force was not sufficient to repel the 
crowd, and I called upon the chief of police fora 
force toaid my deputies. He informed me that 
he required an order from the mayor. While] 
went in quest of the mayor,I learned that the 
chief of police had sent to the prison a force of ten 
or twelve men under the command of Captain 
Collier. I was unable to find the mayor. I then 
called on the attorney general. This was about 
10 :30 o’clock. With that officer I met the gov- 
ernor. His instructions were to formally demand 
from the mayor assistance and to report the re- 
sult to him. 

While at the mayor’s office with the attorney 
general, and while telephoning for the mayor, 
where I was informed he was, a telephone message 
was received announcing that the crowd had 
broken into the jail and killed certain prisoners, 
I immediately went with the attorney general and 
drove down to prison. I annex a report from the 
deputy in charge of the prison, together with the 
report of the coroner. the attack was sudden, 
unexpected and in great force.

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“THE POLICE SAL 


ARE FIXED BY THE FINANOB AND 
POLICE COMMITTEBS. 


The Two Committees Consider the Two 
Plans Proposed and Will Report at the 
Meeting of the Council Monday. — 


The salaries of the officers of the police force 
are to be increased. 

So the tinance committee and the police 
committee of the general council have de- 


cided. ; 
And the increase will be just as the police 


board recommended. 

During the session of the general council 
last Monday, a communication from the board 
of police commissioners asked» the council to 
pass an ordinance fixing the salaries of the 
officers of the department this way: 

Chief of police, $2,000 a year; three captains, 
$100 a month; two station house keepers, $2.50 
a day ; six sergeants, $2.50a day; two cemetery 
guards, $50.a month ; detectives, not more than 
$2.50 a day; chief of detectives, not more than 
a captain’s pay, and patrolmen $2 a day. 

Then, too, the paper requested the council, 
in event the figures were acceptable, to give 
the department $2,500 in addition to the 
amount already promised, so that the salaries 
could be increased. 

Mr. Reinhardt presented a substitute which 
contemplated a radical change in the organi- 
zation of the police department. It provided 
for one chief at $2,000 a year; one captain, 
who shall be assistant chief, at $1,200 a year; 
twelve sergeants, at $2.25 a day; three station 
house keepers, at $2.25 a day; two cemetery 
guards, at $50 a month each; patrolmen $2 a 
day. 

Both papers were referred to the finance 
committee and the police committee, and the 
committees were requested to investigate the 
two plans and report to the general council 
next Monday in special session. 

The two committees met yesterday in the 
mayor’s oflice. 

Mr. Rice, chairman, Mr. Hutchison, Mr. 
Shropshire, Mr. Turnerand Mr. Hendrix, of 
the finance committee, were in attendance. 

So were Mr. King, chairman, Mr. Woodward 
and Mr. Tye, of the police. 

Then Captain English, chairman of the 
police board, Captain Brotherton and Mr. 
Gramling were there, too. 

Mr. Rice called the joint meeting to order, 
stating that Captain English would address the 
committees. 

. Captain English then read the paper which 
had been presented to the council, and urged 
the committees to endorse it. 

“TIT am opposed,’’ said he, ‘‘to the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Reinhardt, and might present to 
you many reasons for my opposition, but I 
don’t think it necessary. His plan, I will say, 
however, will produce the very thing we don’t 
want. We must have, above all things, a con- 
cert of action, and Mr. Reinhardt’s plan will 
destroy that. We must have our force or- 
ganized so that we om, it tk 
is necessary, move it without delay. We are 
not wasting a dollar of your money. No man 
gets pay for a day’s work unless he does it. 
We pay no one when idle unless he is hurt in 
the service of the city. A policeman who has 
been made sick by exposure even loses his 
time. Now, as to the salary of the chief, I de- 
sire to say that it has been $1,500 per year for 
the past eighteen years. Wecan get men for 
even less money than that, but they wouldn’t 
suit. Evenif he did suit you, there is no 
reason why weshould take advantage of his 
necessity. We would like to have made the 
salary $2,500.” 

‘‘What is the expense of the police depart- 
ment of Nashville, captain? It’s about the size 
of Atlanta?’’ asked Mr. Rice. 

‘I don’t know,’’ wasithe answer; j*‘but it’s 
greater than Atlanta’s” 

“‘T thought it was less,’’ remarked Mr. Rice. 

‘‘Since securing your police alarm system, 
captain,” said Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘can’t you reduce 
the strength of the force and increase the sal- 
aries that way ?’’ 

‘“‘We could do that,’’ answered Captain 
English, ‘‘but we don’t want to.”’ 

‘“‘What had you rather do, captain,’’ asked 
Mr. King, ‘‘reduce your force and increase 
salaries, or leave both as they are?’’ 

‘‘Leave both as they are, decidedly,’’ was 
the answer. 

“I’m an advocate of the eight-hoursystem,”’ 
said Mr. Hutchison. ‘‘Why do you have only 
two station house keepers ?’’ 

‘*Because,”’ said the captain, ‘‘we asked the 
two station house keepers whether they 
wanted twelve hours at $2.50 a day or eight 
hours at $2.25 a day, and they took the twelve 
hours.” 

Mr. Reinhardt’s ordinance was read, and he 
spoke in advocacy of it. 

But,” said he, ‘if I am wrong, Iam willing 
to be corrected. I think ita good plan, and 
have laid it here for your consideration. I 
think you will find it better than the other.”’ 

Mr. King was for an increase in the salaries, 
and favored the plan presented by the police 
board. 

“The truth is,” said Captain English, ‘‘Mr. 
Reinhardt’s plan isn’t at all feasible. It 
won’t work. A sergeant gets $2.50 a day, and 
no man, suitable to the position he wants to 
make it, will work for that money.”’ 

‘*You can increase the salaries and get along 
+300 the amount you ask here,” said Mr. 

ice. 

“Oh, yes, I don’t make anything out of it, 
neither does Captain Brotherton,’’ was the 
answer. 

“T favor adopting the police board’s plan,”’ 
said Mr. Hutchison. ‘In fact, I think we have 
nothing to do with it except furnish the money 
and let them manage the details.”’ 

Mr. Shropshire was with Mr. Hutchison. 

**I move, then,’’ said Mr. Hendrix, “that Mr. 
Rice haye an ordinance drawn fixing the sal- 
aries as the police board has requested it, and 
present the same to the meeting of the general 
council next Monday as the report of this 
joint meeting.”’ 

It was so ordered.

INSTANTLY. 


Myrick Ennis Shoots and Kills His Brother- 
in-Law—All About a Dog—An 
Early Morning Meeting. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 19.—[Special.] 
“Joseph Tucker killed by Myrick Ennis.”’ 

Such is the report that flashed like light- 
ning, with the reverberation of six rifle shots 
this morning. | 

At an early hour this morning young Hayes 
Tucker, &son of the dead man, brought the 
tragic news to his mother in this city. He 
knew nothing of the cause of the tragedy, and 
came only to bring the news to his family. 

Coroner Gause and several citizens went out 
at once to the scene of the killing, but, at this 
hour, they have not returned. 

THE STORY TOLD. 

Tue Constitution: correspondent made 
every effort to get the-details of the affair, and 
gives the news as it was brought out in the 
evidence of the coroner’s jury, together with 
the most probable facts based on scattering 
outside reports. Tucker and Ennis are brothers- 
in-law, and have been on unfriendly terms for 
| more than a year. They are both prominent 
planters of lion-like courage, and those who 
were acquainted with the estrangement that 
existed’ between them, were not greatly sur- 
prised that a tragedy resulted. The animosity 
between them has been strengthened lately, 
and when they met this morning bad_ blood 
was burning in the veins of both. 

ON THE HUNT. 

Both men were fond of hunting, and when 
they went to their fields Tucker carried his 
gun, while a Winchester ritle usually accom- 
panied Ennis. Mr. Ennisowned several valu- 
able dogs. One or two of them have been 
poisoned recently. It is said he accused 
Tucker of the poisoning, and when Tucker 
heard of the charge the old flame of passion 
was rekindled. Bob and Myrick Ennis went 
hunting this morning onthe land adjoining 
the Tucker place, while Tucker started across 
his plantation toward the ferry. The three 
met about a mile from Tucker’s home. <Ac- 
cording to the testimony of Mr. Bob Ennis, 
Tucker threw up his gun as if to shoot, when 
he shouted: 

‘Look out, Myrick; he’ll shoot you.” 

TRUE TO THE MARK. 

Ennis raised his rifle in an instant, and fired 
six shots. Twoof them took effect in the 
head and four in the body. The wounded 
man sank to the ground, and lay across his 
gun until the coroner arrived. He died in- 
stantly. ma 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
justifiable homicide. After the coroner’s in- 
quest the remains were brought to the city, 
and will be buried in the city cemetery tomor- 
row. The killing has been the talk of the 
town today, and itis deeply regretted. Both 
gentlemen were highly connected and had 
plenty of friends.

D. M. Pass, of this county, is anxious to ob- 


tain the address of a federal soldier whom he 
assisted to escape from Andersonville prison 
during the war. Mr. Pass was one of the 
guards at Andersonville in 1864, and his story 
of the prisoner’s escape is as follows: 

There were two men under guard one night 
when Mr. Pass was on duty. One was under 
sentence to be shot for desertion, and the other, 
aman named Knight, for some small offense. 
Mr. Pass wasa warm friend of Knight, and 
both the prisoners begged him to allow the 
condemned man to escape. He yielded to 
their pleading, and just before the relief officer 
came round he allowed the man who was con- 
demned to be shot to pass out and escape to 
the woods.

have been given them to operate upon, they have | 


pronounced one good and the other bad; and they 
falsely condemn as impure, baking powders of 
the greatest reputation, that are certified by the 
highest medical and official authorities as pure, 
wholesome and the best in the market. 

An evidence of the fraudulent character of these 
alleged tests is shown by the fact that wherein 
several instances the peddlers have unknowingly 
been given theirown baking powder to examine 
they have, supposing it to be another, condemned 
it as adulterated. 

Methods of this kind indicate notonly igno- 
rance, but a sad lack of business honor, and will 
be neither respected nor influential among the

Notes and Hackmen Employed for that Pur- | 


pose—Insulted Young Ladies and 
Indignant Fathers. 


Mrs. Mattie Bassett, a middle-aged white 
woman, is confined at the police station on & 
very serious charge. ; 

She was arrested yesterday by Detectives 
Green and Cason, after spending over 2 week 
in working up the case against her. 

In so many words, Mrs. Bassett is accused of 
attempting to inveigle young girls away from 
their homes for immoral purposes, 

Right here, in justice to the woman, who is 
of a respectable appearance, the statement 
should be made that she emphatically denies 
even the remotest connection with a ne- 
farious business, and protests that she is the 
victim of trickery by others. 

At any rate, the woman will be held under 
city and state charges until her case can be 
thoroughly investigated. 

She Received a Letter. 

A week or more ago a respectable young 
girl, who works in a laundry and boards at 
a hotel in the center of the city, received 
a note, asking her to come to &@ 
certain number on Pulliam street, near Geor- 
gia avenue. The note stated that no harm 
was intended, but strictly business was meant’ 

It was signed by ‘‘Mrs. Mattie Bassett.” 

The young woman did not go. Shortly after- 
ward she received two other notes of similar 
tenor, oné of these stating that a hack would 
be sent for herif she could come. The second 
and third notes were also signed, ‘‘Mrs. Mattie 
Bassett.” 

Indignant and alarmed, the young woman 
informed her friends of the receipt of the 
notes. 

The police were notified, and Captain 
Wright and Detective Cason took the case in 
hand. 

A Plan Laid. 

It was planned that the young lady should 
take the hack and go to the place as directed. 
Another cab with an officer in it should fol- 
low to protect her, and at the proper moment 
Captain Wright and Detective Cason were 
to close in on the person who revealed himself 
or herself as the guilty party. 

This plan was communicated to the . young 
lady, and she at oncé consented to do the part 
assigned her. 

But when the time came she backed out, and

dropped. 

Nothing more was heard of the matter for 
two or three days. 

Heard of in Another Quarter. 

Day before yesterday, however, several gen- 
tlemen living on a streetin the north side of 
the city called at police headquarters and re- 
ported a startling condition of affairs in that 
neighborhood. 

These gentlemen are citizens of the highest 
respectability and have families beyond the 
breath of suspicion. 

Each has a daughter, two of them two 
daughters, just ripening into beautiful woman- 
hood. 

The complaint these gentlemen had to lay 
before the police department was that hack- 
men had repeatedly called at their homes, 
stating that they had been sent for a lady, 
meaning their daughters. 

A HACKMAN CAUGHT. 

One of these hackmen had been caught and 
questioned. He stated that he had been sent 
to that street by Mrs. Bassett, who explained 
to him that the young lady he was to get was 
a stenographer.

stenographers. Uponcloser questioning, the 
backman admitted that he thought that the 
woman who sent him there kept a house of 
questionable character.

The investigation resulted in her arrest, as 
already stated. 

She admits having written one note to the 
young lady first mentioned, but says she sim- 
ply desired to make her acquaintance, as she 
heard she was from Birmingham, from which 
city she herself had come. 

The other two notes she positively disclaims, 
and protests that if her name was used by’ the 
hackman, it must have been furnished them 
by 4 party unknown to her and without her 
consent. 

What Mrs. Bassett Says. 

“‘T came to Atlanta from Birmingham,”’ said 
Mrs. Bassett, “‘abouta month ago. I am a 
widow with three children, the oldest being 
twelve years. Twoofmy children are with 
my relatives in Tennessee, and the other is 
here in Atlanta with me. 

‘In Birmingham I did sewing for a living, 
and came to Atlanta because of a tax imposed 
upon sewing Women there. After coming 
here I boarded one week at Folsom’s until I 
could get and furnish the house 
I now occupy on Pulliam street. 
I moved out there three weeks ago 
and nave been keeping boarders. I had six 
railroad men boarding with me. Three of 
them, who were on the Air-Line road, were 
discharged day before yesterday and went to 
Birmingham. The others are still with me. 

‘‘While boarding at Folsom’s hotel I heard 
of the young lady referred to as boarding in 
the central part of the city. I understood she 
was from Birmingham, and when I got fixed 
up at home I thought I would like to make 
her acquaintance. I wrote her a note asking 
her to call on me, but know nothing of any 


others. 

‘‘T had no wrong intentions,and, as to my hav- 
ing sent a hack to that street for any young 
ladies, I positively do not know anything 
about it.’’

ADVERSE TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


Lord Salisbury Appears on Both Sides of 
the Same Question.

A Napoleonic Failure. 

Prince Jerome Napoleon, who died in 
Rome the other day, forgiven ly the wife 
and the church he had trifled with, was a 
picturesque figure in the politics of Europe. 

With the head and face of the great Napo- 
Jeon, he had the brain and heart of a drone 
and a coward. 

During the war'he visited this country. 
He was entertained by Generals Beauregard 
and Johnston at Manassas, and then re- 
turned through the lines to Washington. 
Notwithstanding his well-known character, 
the Americans who saw him could not help 
treating him with respect. They saw before 
them the image of the great emperor. He 
had the imperial look, the classic brow, the 
cold, impassive eyes, the bearing of the first 
Napoleon. The prince did not remain long 
in this country. He predicted the success 
of the north, and the abolition of slavery, 
and wished for both. 

As the son of the Emperor Napoleon's 
brother, Jerome, who married and deserted 
Miss Patterson, of Baltimore, and then mar- 
ried the Princess Catharine, of Wurtemberg, 
the mother of the subject of this article, the 
prince might easily have cut a conspicuous 
figure in France. But he was handicapped 
by inherited dullness, indolence and coward- 
ice. An uncontrollable passion for the fair 
sex of every race and clime engaged his at- 
tention from youth toold age, and to such 
an inordinate degree that Louis Napoleon 
distanced him in the race to the throne. 

Under the second empire Prince Napoleon 
lived in clover. He threw himself into a 
whirl of dissipation, and so disgusted the 
people by leaving the Crimea before the end 
of the war that he was nick-named ‘‘Plon- 
Plon’’—the slang for one who fears lead. 
Little cared he for the opinion of the public. 
To give big dinners, to talk stupid atheism, 
to surround himself with Cora Pearl, Rachel, 
and a score of ballet dancers—these were the 
objects of his ambition. 

He married the Princess Clothilde, the 
daughter of Victor Emanuel, but his wife 
could not reform him. His cousin, Louis 
Napoleon, and Eugenie despised -him. 
Shortly after the fall of the empire he went 
into exile, and the Bonapartists selected his 
son, Victor, for their leader after the tragic 
death of the prince imperial. 

The late prince has created a sensation by 
declaring in his will that he forbids the use 
of his name to restore the Bonaparte dynasty, 
and requests his son, Louis, to uphold the 
French republic. Under the circumstances 
the action of the Bonapartists in France in 
deciding to disregard his dying wishes, and 
to stand by Prince Victor as the heir to the 
throne is not surprising. The very fact that 
he favored democracy and Prince Louis is 
enough to make his enemies prefer the em- 
pire and Prince Victor. 

Of all the Bonapartes the one now lying 
in state in the historic seven-hilled city was 
the most unpopular with all classes from the 
highest to the lowest. He sullied an illus- 
trious name. He disappointed expectation. 


He looked like a hero and acted like a valet. 


If he had been thrust aside:by Louis Napo- 
leon to make way for the Baltimore Bona- 
partes, who really had the better claim to 
imperial recognition, France might have 
been the gainer. 


Reform in the East. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls is now in Boston, and 
the newspaper men and politicians are 
pumping information out of him concerning 
the allianee movement. 

Mr. Ingalls does not hesitate to say that 
the Farmers’ Alliance is no temporary or- 
ganization.

The Origin of the New Orleans Affair. 

When the public sentiment of New Or- 
leans took the law into its own hands and 
became the executioner of the assassins who 
were about to escape justice, at least a sec- 
tion of the British press remarked that 
‘‘civilization holds up its hands in horror.’’ 
This remark is worth examining. There 
may be something exceedingly interesting 
behind it. When a British newspaper, with 
Turkey and India, to say nothing of Ireland, 
in full view on the map, begins to use civil- 
ization as a jumping jack, itis time to in- 
quire into matters. : 

The civilization that is supposed to be 
standing around with its arms elevated in 
the air is European civilization, of course, 
and, queerly enough, itis the very civiliza- 
tion that has made the tragedies in New 
Orleans possible. Out of that civilization, 
which is shaped and moulded by the worst 
forms of tyranny and oppression, has grown 
the spirit of lawlessness that bas been im- 
ported into this republic, Out of that civiliza- 
tion has grown the contempt for government 
and law and order which manifests itself in 
the violence of the anarchists and the secret 
and murderous methods of the Mafia. 

Iiere in this republic, and in these out- 
breaks and movements, we behold some of 
the results of the European system—of 
European civilization. And now some of the 
British representatives of this civilization 
remark that itis holding up its hands in 
horror because the Anglo-Saxon spirit at 
New Orleans has dealt with someof the 
the members of a secret association of assas- 
sins in an extrajudicial way. It is a de- 
plorable affair, of course, but the causes that 
led up to it are more deplorable still. These 
causes have their root in the oppression of 
the European system of government, which 
teaches men to become assassins, and which 
invests them with the ideathat order is 
only another name for tyranny. 

Under all the circumstances, therefore, 
we say that it is highly proper for European 
civilization to hold up its hands in horror, 
for in the New Orleans affair it may behold 
some of its own fruits. It may behold, also, 
how the American spirit deals with the re- 
sults of European tyranny. 

There is a lesson in the New Orleans affair 
that ought not to be lost on those foreigners 
who, seeking an asylum in this free republic 
of ours, bring their discontent and their 
hatred of law and order with them. It isa 
lesson that ought not to be lost on those who 
are presumptuous enough to hoist the red 
flag of anarchy and disorder in the free air 
of America. 


An Interesting Report. 

It seems that the negro exodus from North 
Carolina has greatly benefited that state. 

A labor report just issued makes-it plain 
that the emigration of 70,000 negroes last 
year has caused no lack of laborers, and 
the farmers are getting along as well as 
usual with their work. The sale of com- 
mercial fertilizers, and liens and mortgages 
have fallen off one-third. Larger cotton 
and tobacco crops are expected, and stock 
farms and vineyards have increased in num- 
ber. 

At least 100,000 negroes have left North 
Carolina since 1880, but the census shows 
that the negro population has increased 
36,000, less than half the average increase 
for the two previous decades. The increase 
of the whites has been 182,000, a gain of 
63,000 on previous averages. 

It will be seen from the facts and figures 
presented in the report referred to that, 
since the negro exodus, the Old North State 
has madé rapid progress. Whites have 
rushed in to take the place of the blacks, 
production has increased, industry has re- 
ceived a new impetus, and there is more 
general prosperity. | 

One swallow does not’ make a summer, 
and the experience of a single state may not 
point the way to the solution of a problem, 
but the North Carolina situation is certainly 
worth studying, 


Halstead’s Silver Vagaries. 

Editor Murat Halstead, with curious per- 
tinacity, clings to the idea that the nations 
of Europe, in the event of the opening of 
our mints to the white metal, would send 
their legal tender silver here at a sacrifice of 
more than 3 cents on the dollar. Tothis he 
adds other ideas that are worth noting. He 


says: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION: should give the 
free coinage of silver some careful consideration, 
We have called attention to the fact that under 
free coinage we could have but one money metal— 
gold. The most exasperating incapacity to under- 
stand things in the free silver men is in their pro- 
fession of bimetallism and of a belief that silver 
would advance in price under their scheme. We 
tell them goid would be banished, and they roll 
their eyes with mournful compassion. Why, the 
truth is, gold would utterly disappear before the 
signing of the law. No sooner would there appear 
the chance that such a law was to be enacted than 
gold wouid vanish. There has been threatening 
enough now to start gold, and innumerable gold 
contracts are being made. If we decide to have 
free silver coinage we elect totake the cheaper 
money metal for the standard. Our gold is at once 
merchandise and for sale. THE Consrirution 
says: ‘‘When Mr. Halstead says that France or 
any other European countryis going to sacrifice 
its legal tender silver in orderto get American 
gold, he talks worse than nonsense.” 

When Germany established the gold standard 
she broke the markets by the sale of Silver, and 
knocked down the price of that ‘metal so that it 
has never recovered. If we gointothe free coin- 
age of silver we open ourmints to Germany and 
France for the sale of our gold for silver, What 
amount of silver would not Germany give for one 
billion marks in gold, and France for one billion 
francs in gold? They would not sacrifice their 
silver; they would sell it. They would put it right 
into our free mints and take our discarded gold. 


Here we have in beautiful and compact 
shape the evolution of the Wall street and 
British idea of free coinage. Observe its 
sinuous movements: First, if we have free 
coinage, we can have but one money meta]— 
gold. Second, if we have free coinage, we 
will have no money, metal atall, for gold 
would utterly disappear. Third, if we open 
our mints to free silver France and the rest 
of them will sell their legal tender silver,

The Philadelphia Inquirer, in its argument 
for the annexation of Cuba to the United 
States, expresses the opinion that the Cubans 
will favor it because under Spanish rule 
their taxes amount to about $19 per capita 

It strikes us that if this statement is cor- 
rect the Cubans would only leap out of the 
frying pan into the fire by coming under our 
flag. 
In almost any American city the people 
would be very glad to get off with taxes 
amounting to $19 per capita. The In- 
quirer’s own city, Philadeiphia, is worse off 
than Cuba. Her citizens pay $20 per capita, 
for local government, $1.50 for state govern- 
ment, and $8 for federal government, making 
$29.50 per capita altogether. So in the 
matter of taxes a Cuban would have to’ pay 
$10.50 a year more to live in Philadelphia. 

There are many localities in the United 
States where the burden of taxation is 
heavier than it isin Cuba. The fact is, we 
are being taxed to death. The masses of 
the people cannot stand the imimense drain 
made upon their earnings by the federal, 
state, county and municipal governments. 

The Cubans cannot enlist our sympathies 
on account of their taxes. On the contrary, 
we think that they are to be envied. They 
may rest assured that, if they ever become 
citizens of our republic, they will have to pay 
well for the privilege.

The High Quality of Some Southern Ores 
and the Stability Which Gives Them 
Great Value. 


“Do you know we people in the south don’t 
begin to appreciate the wealth at our very 
doors; don’t begin to appreciate it, I say?’’ 

The remark was made in the rotunda of the 
Kimball house yesterday, by a man who is one 
of the most successful iron men of all these 
southern states. 

“Now, I can show by analogy, as it were, 
that right herein Georgia you have some of 
the most valuable properties in the world. 
Why, if I had minions toinvest I couldn’t find 
@ place that would suit me as well as right 
here in the red hillsof Georgia, and I’ll tell 
you why. 

“Have youever studied the ores of the north - 
west and the values of ore lands? Take for 
instance the iron ore property of Wisconsin, 
known as the Gogebic iron vein. This ore is 
about thirty miles long, is eight feet thick and 
carries about sixty pounds of iron to the 100 
pounds of ore, oras the iron people express 
it, sixty percent of metallic iron. It must 
be remembered that the ore is nqp uniformly 
eight feet thick, but often gets thinner and 
thinner, and then, to use the miner’s expres- 
sion, ‘squeezes out’ altogether.

There has been kept 
in the church, Lord Byron’s burying place, since 
July 16,1824, an album—the Hucknall Torkard 
album—a little half bound book, much thumbed, 
in wlfich apostrophes to the dead poet were in- 
scribed by visitors to his resting place,in instances 
only autographs being left. Many persons would 
give thousands of dollars for this album. 

Mr. Oats says it was procured by his brother, 
Mr. Henry T. Oats, now deceased; he being dur- 
ing life, quite a collector of autographs, from the 
parish clerk at Hucknall over torty years ago. It 
is, all things considered, in an excellent state of 
preservation. Names and lines from the pens of 
hundreds of visitors to the shrine from all parts 
of the world grace the pages of the album, the 
names of many noted Americans, as well as ‘Euro- 
peans, appearing upon it. The last inscription in 
the albumisthat of J.J. Faulkner, of Oxford, 
and runs: 

“The Hucknall bells were just ringing a peal; 

My friends were taking their grog: 

I can hardly express how indignant I feel 

That Lord Byron fares worse than his dog. 
Some day his remains will be honored I trust, 

And a far nobler shrine be selected ; 

Time will soon render more precious his dust, 

And be like our Shakespeare’s—respected.”” 


An apprecietive memorial notice of the late 
Henry C. Lamar, who lost his life by drowning a 
Augusta last week, appears in Harper’s Weekly 
of this week. The notice is accompanied by 4 
picture and a graphic account of Lamar’s career 
at Princeton, of which the following is an extract:

THE LAST CONFEDERATES. 


Three Men Who Didn’t Give up Until Long ie 


After*the War. 

According to a story in Albert Lawson’s “War 
Anecdotes” the last codfederate did not surrender 
until fifteen months after Appomatox. The story 
is that on the morning of the 4th of July, 1866, the 
secretary of war, who had planned a fishing ex- 
cursion to the falls of the Potomac, received a tel- 
egram from the provost marshal at Richmond, 
saying that a squad of confederate soldiers were 
at his office ready to deliver up their arms and be 
amnestied. Knowing that joking of that sort 
would subject the perpetrator to courtmartial, the 
secretary hastened to the white house to consult 
with President Johnson. The result was a tele- 
gram to the provost marshal: 

‘‘Who are they and where did they come from?” 

Answer was prompt and to the point. 

“Sergeant Tewsbury and guard from Dismal 
swamp. Did not know the war'was over.” 

After a good deal of laughter the provost mar- 
shal was ordered to receive their capitulation, 
which was conducted in dueform. Tewsbury, an 
old Virginian, ordered his squad, a couple of 
Georgians, to give up their guns and sign the 
papers, reserving himself as the last man of all 
the confederate forces to: surrender. The old ser- 
geant’s description of the way he found out the 
war was over was amusing. 

He and his companions had been posted on the 
edge of theswamp to watch the movements of 
the union troops from Norfolk, with orders to re- 
main until relieved. He was never relieved, and 
subsisted on game and fish for three years. At 
last he met an old negro who told him that the 
war had been over for abouta year, which “tickled 
him better than if he had been kicked by amule,” 
as he expressed it.

“They had been neglected, not kept in re- 
pair, generally dilapidated.”’ 

The doctor, one would judge, is not used to 
talking for a stenographer. It seemed to em- 
barrass him a little. 

Occasionally, as if afraid some point would

He was reluctant about going into details. 

“T would estimate,’’ he said, *‘that this prop- 
erty which tho lessees claim the right to re- 
move, considered as a whole, would be worth 
25 per cent of its value if it were torn down 
andremoved.

Death in New York ;of Hon. C. P. Kim- 
ball, a Prominent Maine Democrat. 

Hon. C. P. Kimball, of Chicago, an older 
brother of J. C. and H.I. Kimball, of this 
city, died in New York on yesterday after a 
protracted illness. 

Mr. Kimball was a native of the state of 
Maine, and having been a life-long democrat, 
he was several times the standard bearer of his 
party in state campaigns, and was known 
throughout New England as the ‘Little Giant 
of Maine democracy.”

Mr. Kimball was a gentleman of fine culture 
and an impassioned orator, and above all he 
was a genial, generous, whole-souled gentle- 
man, whose friends were countless.

THE GIRLS’ INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 
Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson Gives Her Views on the 
Presidency. 


The Southern Alliance Farmer prints the 
following letter: 

NEWNAN, Ga., March 10, 1891.—Mrs. 
Brown—Dear Madam: I had intended taking no 
part in the discussion as to the selection of the 
president of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college recently established for the education of 
our girls, but since your issue of the 10th altimo, 
calling on me for an expression of opinion, I have 
received letters from others on the subject which 
convinces me thatI should respond to your re- 

uest. 

' If we can find a woman whose energy, culture, 
character and administrative ability are equal to 
those of the most competent man whose services 
can be secured, I would be decidedly in favor of 
the selection of the woman. 

The minds, morais and manners of the girls 
will be better moulded by the infinence of an in- 
tellectual Christian woman than by that of a man 
of equal qualifications. The superior intuition 
and tact of women give them an influence in 
training girls which a man cannot possess. 

Two artists of fair fame,each paint a picture 
from the same model; the work of one becomes 
immortal—that of the other, though he used the 
Baine materials and colors, is a failure—because 
he endeavored to paint an object for which he had 
no genius. 

While I lege’ a woman as president of the col- 
lege, l realize the fact that the social and educa- 
tional institutions of the south have not hereto- 
fore encouraged women to secure that technical 
and business training which will be required to fill 
this position. For this reason the women whose 
attainments and executive ability entitle them to 
be considered by the board are few in comparison 
tothe men. I[ am, therefore, unwilling to make 
any request of the board farther than is conveyed 
by this letter. 

The board of directors appointed by our most 
excellent governor is composed of men whom lI 
ain confident will select the applicant best fitted 
for the position, whether the applicant be a man 
or @ woman. 

I am glad to see that you and The Southern 
Alliance Farmer are taking an interest in the 
success of the college. 

Since the state has taken this stepto give the 
girls the same educational advantages as the boys, 
the enterprising women of the state must see that

Will you not urge the women to goto work and 
secure from wealthy philanthropists an endow- 
ment, the interest on which will be used to aid in 
defraying the expenses of those girls who are 
unable to attend?

NOCHANGH INTHE STRIKE SITUA- 
TION. 


The Central Pegging Away and the Dis- 
charged Men Still Idle—No Change on 
the M. and N. G.—Other News. 


No new developments occurred in the strike 
situation yesterday. The Central is still mov- 
ing freight with a reduced force of men, and 
the strikers say that where ten loaded trains 
ought to leave Atlanta daily, not half that 
number are pulling out. But few of the dis- 
charged men have obtained work elsewhere as 
yet, and the Central will not take them back 
under any circumstances. The strike at Mari- 
etta is still on, with no present prospects of a 
settlement. Matters are in statu quo all along 
the line. 

The Nashville and: Chattanooga and the 
Cincinnati Southern railways carried 35,000 
carloads of melons last year from Chattanooga 
alone, most of which came over the Western 
and Atlantic railroad.¢ The former roads have 
prepared fora more extensive business this 
year in melons and southern fruits, and have 
put on 500 fruit cars and engines to draw them. 
Melons are shipped in ordinary box cars but 
additional engines are preparing for this trade 
also. 

The melon growers have secured statistics of 
acreage for this year, and they show that the 
crop will be much larger than that of 1890. 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama will 
plant 53,000 acres. Last year only 30,000 acres 
were devoted to this crop, and they estimate 
that the additional acreage in other southern 
states east of the Mississippi river will increase 
the crop double that of -iast year. 

The. notable Memphis rate war has come toa 
timely end. 

At this season of the year there is always a rush 
of second-class traftic, large bodies of laborers 
who went south in the fall to find employment in 
the southern lumber and mining regions having 
now begun to return north for summer work. 
The competition among southern roads to secure 
the largest squads of them is very keen, and at 
Memphis rates had fallen from $7.55 to St. Louis 
and $12 to Chicago to $land 50 cents respectively. 

The general passenger agents of all the roads 
entering that city came together Wednesday and 
unanimously resolved tuo place the rates back to 
the old figure. Within an hour after the close of 
the meeting the cut-rate tickets were being 
repudiated.
